Bid to add 140 extra properties to development is thwarted 


HOMES PLAN 
IS REJECTED 


AN APPEAL to build 140 extra 
homes on an approved develop¬ 
ment at Hardwick Farm, Banbury 
has been thrown out. 

London-based company Pandora 
Trading Ltd had received permission 
from Cherwell District Council for 90 
homes at the site off Southam Road, in¬ 
cluding retail facilities and extra care 
housing. 

But a second application last October 
to bring the total to 230 homes was re¬ 
fused, despite Cherwell’s shortfall in 
land supply. 

Pandora appealed the decision by the 
district council’s planning committee, 
but that has now been rejected. 

The new structures would have been 
built on a sloped section of the site. 

Their impact on Banbury Cemetery 
and Crematorium, located on the hill, 
and on the overall appearance of the 
landscape played a crucial role in the 
appeal decision. 

In her decision submitted last Wednes¬ 
day, Inspector Wendy Fabian said: “My 
assessment is that the upper slopes of 
the appeal site are an important and 
recognisable feature within the rural 
landscape at the north edge of Banbury 

“In several key local views, the pro¬ 
posed build development on the upper 
parts of the site would be prominent

with an intrusive effect that would de¬ 
monstrably and fundamentally harm 
the character of the landscape and 
mask its topography and whilst this ef¬ 
fect would be less easily discerned from 
a distance, it would still be significant.” 

The appeal had pointed out the ben¬ 
efits of increased numbers of homes. 

Councillor Michael Gibbard said: 
“While we recognise the importance of 
providing new homes, it is important 
that we build the right homes in the 
right places. 

“The lack of a five-year land supply 
does not automatically equate to per¬ 
mission being granted, particularly 
on sites which we consider to be un¬ 
suitable, sporadic or unsustainable.” 

The Hanwell Fields Development 
Action Group had vocally opposed the 
plans since the original 90-house ap¬ 
plication. 

Chairman Malcolm Finch said: “It’s 
brilliant. The total number of houses 
in Hanwell Fields has gone up and up 
and up.” 

He said the lack of an adopted local 
plan, which would set out where de¬ 
velopments would go and their scale, 
was putting undue pressure on the 


council to approve plans. He added if 
all current plans were approved, about 
2,500 homes could be built on Banbury’s 
northern perimeter. 

He said: “If they had actually both¬ 
ered to get a local plan done on time and 
within budget, we would not have the 
problem. I’m pleased but it’s a shame 
they couldn’t do more to stop all the 
other developments.” 

In January, the examination by plan¬ 
ning inspector Nigel Payne into Cher- 
well’s delayed 76,000-page submitted 
Local Plan, outlining the council’s pre¬ 
ferred sites to deliver 22,800 homes by 
2031, was concluded. 

If endorsed by the planning inspector, 
it could be adopted by this spring.

Race tsar flags up ethnicity in abuse cases 


A LEADING race tsar has said sex 
gangs, like the men jailed under 
Operation Bullfinch, got away with 
abusing children for years because of 
their race. 

Trevor Phillips, the former chairman 
of the predecessor to the Equality and 
Human Rights Commission, made the 
comments in an article on race issues 
across the UK. 

Published in the Daily Mail, he said: 
"Latterly, the unfolding tragedy of the 
street grooming of children by largely 
Pakistani Muslim gangs in several 
British cities has exposed a culture in 
which public authorities would do

almost anything to avoid being accused 
of stigmatising an ethnic group - 
including turning a blind eye to abuse." 


Six white girls in Oxford were 
sexually abused for years by a gang of 
seven men - of Pakistani or north 
African origin - who were jailed for a 
minimum of 95 years. 

A Serious Case Review, published 
earlier this month, revealed police and 
social services knew aspects of the 
abuse as early as 2005, but little was 
done until 2011. 

But it said their ethnicity was not a 
factor in authorities shying away from 
investigating cases. 

Alan Bedford, who wrote the report 
for the Oxfordshire Safeguarding 
Children's Board, said: "Only one 


reference was made that suggested 
any reticence related to ethnicity. 

"A parent (of a victim) said a desk 
officer said ... the police were under 
pressure not to appear institutionally 
racist. 

"No other information has come to 
suggest that any processes of 
identifying (the abuse) or taking 
action against it was delayed due to 
the ethnicity of the perpetrators. 

"The frankness of (the police) 
suggests that, had there been 
indication of a 'go easy' to avoid an 
appearance of racism, it would have 
been uncovered and reported."

The Harbury Tunnel Disaster

It was in the year Anno Domini 2015 
That we saw the most disruptive train 
disaster south-east Warwickshire had 
ever seen 

A third of a million tonnes of land had 
slid towards the track 
Preventing trains from taking people 
to their work, and bringing them back 

The locus of this catastrophe was the 
Harbury Tunnel 

Built by the fabled engineer Isambard 
Kingdom Brunei 

Unclear were the circumstances which 
caused the land to creep 
Though like the cost of a season ticket, 
the sides of the cutting were steep 

In February did this mishap occur when 

the weather was bitter cold 

With no firm date for resumption of 


service, or so the displays foretold 

Replacement buses ferried passengers 
from Banbury to Leamington Spa 
Two places which seem near by train, 
but on a bus appear quite far 

For luxury coach companies, easy 
money was to be made 
As passengers were forced to cope 
with journeys much delayed 

And since the buses picking their way 
through the rush-hour traffic 
Were both big and unwieldy, progress 
wasn't very quick 

Although the rail replacement bus 
made the commute more of a chore 
There was something to be said for not 
sitting in the vestibule on the floor 

But all in all, the whole thing served to 
vex and rile and goad 
Those who wanted to go to work by 
rail but were instead taken by road

COMMUTERS breathed a 
sigh of relief as the landslip- 
hit railway line at Harbury 
Tunnel finally reopened last 
Friday 

Service resumed as normal, 
with the first passenger train for 
three weeks departing for Lon¬ 
don at 5.46am. 

Network Rail had announced 
the previous week that the 
line, built by Isambard King¬ 
dom Brunei 150 years ago, and 
closed since January 31 due to 
a 350,000-tonne landslip, would 
reopen on the day several weeks 
ahead of schedule. 

It was originally anticipated 
that removal of earth and sta¬ 
bilisation of the site would take 
until Easter. 

Cherwell Rail Users group 
chairman Chris Bates, who 
travelled on the line on Friday 
morning, said: “My journey was 
perfect - spot on. It went really 
smoothly” 

Tracey Hughes, 28, who works 
behind the bar at the White 
Horse pub in North Bar Street, 
said: “I’m pleased. My mum trav¬ 
els regularly from Wales and had 
to go through the farce of the 
buses.” 

Other passengers, however, re¬ 
ported that signal problems near 
Birmingham led to delays of up 
to 40 minutes. 


Daniel Rendall, from Leaming¬ 
ton, said: “My train was delayed. 
The 7.38am was held to 8.23am. I 
think we are back to normal lev¬ 
els of incompetence.” 

During the landslip repairs, 
railway replacement buses ran 
between Banbury and Leaming¬ 
ton Spa, adding about 45 minutes 
to the average commute. 

In frustration on the bus, com¬ 
muter Mr Rendall, 40, wrote a 
poem about his experience of the 
landslip, printed above. 

Part of Network Rail’s work 
was to secure Harbury cutting to 
prevent further landslips. This 
landslip followed a smaller one 


on Valentine’s Day last year. 

A spokesman said the cutting 
had now been regraded, with soil 
removed so that the sides were 
less steep, and Network Rail is 
now carrying out long-term re¬ 
pairs to reduce the chance of a 
repeat incident in the future. 

Chief executive Mark Carne 
said: “Everything was done to re¬ 
open this essential line - which 
is relied upon by thousands of 
passengers every day and used 
to transport thousands of tonnes 
of freight - as safely and quickly 
as possible. I thank passengers 
and the residents of Harbury for 
their patience.”

POLITICS students gave the John 
Bercow MP a run for his money 
at Bloxham School with one 
named by the Speaker as the next 
Nigel Farage. 

Mr Bercow, MP for Buckingham and 
Speaker of the House of Commons 
since 2009, visited the independent 
boarding school in Banbury Road on 
Friday to talk about political engage¬ 
ment. 

He urged students to remain in¬ 
terested in the process and not get 
frustrated, despite the “cacophony of 
noise” sometimes heard in the House. 

He also described his role as Speak¬ 
er as being a “referee”, adding that he 
could name all 650 MPs in the House 
of Commons. 

Questions were put to him by sev¬ 
eral students, including Kate Price, 
who asked whether e-petitions made 
an impact, and Charlie Gulliver, who 
asked how as Speaker he was able to 
represent his constituents’ views. 

Sixth former Tom Haynes said: “It 
was a very interesting talk which 


demystified the role of Speaker and 
made me think about the importance 
of voting.” 

Afterwards, Mr Bercow chaired a 
debate between politics Sixth Form 
students on the question Does Democ¬ 
racy Work in the 21st Century? 

An audience of students, other 
schools and members of the local 
community came to listen. 

Student Hugh Symons, 17, gave a 
speech against the motion which in¬ 
cluded some points against Europe. 
Afterwards, Mr Bercow compared 
Hugh to the UKIP leader, saying he 
was “a budding Nigel Farage”. 

Hugh said after the event: “It’s not 
so bad considering he is such an enig¬ 
matic politician. I took it as a compli¬ 
ment. However, I do not support UKIP. 

“If the voting age was lowered I 
would vote in the General Election.” 

Max Langer was the only student to 
deliver his speech without notes and 
was praised by Mr Bercow for doing 
so. 

The Speaker told other participants 
that to talk without notes was essen¬ 
tial for public speaking, but it was a 
skill that took time to master. 

Max said afterwards: “I felt really 
good, with lots of people saying well 
done. I had to condense a consider¬ 
able amount of information into a 
30-second speech and tried to skim 
out the non-essential points. 

“It’s quite exciting to have someone 
with such power visiting the school.”

Supermarkets and traders

SUPERMARKETS, shops and 
Banbury Market traders have 
banded together to help with a 
new food recycling initiative.

Ms Therivel said: “Our first deliv¬ 
ery was a couple of large marrows, 
beans and cabbages from an allot¬ 
ment holder. Now we deliver to 12 
local charities.” 

Some of the donors are Aldi, 
Sainsbury’s and Banbury market 
trader John Denton. 

Mr Mallon said: “John on Banbury 
Market has been fantastic. Now Aldi 


and Sainsbury’s are on board we will 
divert tons of good food from going 
to waste or landfill, and instead pro¬ 
vide good wholesome ingredients to 
enable charities and people to cook 
for themselves.” 

Beneficiaries include Oxfordshire¬ 


wide mental health charity Restore, 
the Banbury Young Homeless¬ 
ness Project and children’s centres 
around town. A BYHP spokesman 
told organisers: “The young people 
have been learning healthy eating 
and enjoying cooking using the in¬ 


gredients delivered.” Banbury Food 
for Charities is hunting for volun¬ 
teer drivers and helpers in the Ban¬ 
bury area.

Food is already prepared using the 
“cook chill” process at Abingdon, 
Henley, Bicester and Oxford City 
hospitals, and the method will now be 
rolled out to Chipping Norton, Didcot, 
Wallingford, Wantage and Witney 

Cook chill sees food prepared and 
cooked elsewhere before being chilled, 
transported to the hospital and then 
reheated on site. 

Jacqueline Pearce-Gervis, 
chairwoman of Oxfordshire’s Patient 
Voice group, said: “This would be a 
step back into the dark ages. 

“Cook-chill food is absolutely 
horrible. Never ask for an omelette. 

“We should be maintaining fresh 
food - these people are in for weeks or 
months and need to build their 
strength to get well and go home.” 

In 2013-14,2,066 people spent a total 
of 70,079 days in community hospitals. 

Oxford Health spokesman Alistair 


Duncan said: “We are proposing to 
implement a new process for the 
preparation of meals at our 
community hospital sites to ensure 
consistency in terms of quality and 
nutritional value and to ensure food 
hygiene. It is also a more efficient and 
cost-effective system. 

“We will stop cooking food on the 
premises of our hospitals and provide 
meals using a cook chill process.” 

He said “several staff” would be 
“affected” by the plans and the trust 
was currently “consulting with them”. 

But Oxford Health did not respond 
when asked if patients or the public 
were consulted on the changes. 

Mr Duncan said: “For any staff that 
are identified as affected, they will be 
offered training and redeployment 
elsewhere within the trust.” 

Hospital kitchens will now be used to 
reheat food, he said. 


Ministers criticise ‘soft justice’ 


MINISTERS criticised police for using 
weaker punishments inappropriately, 
with Thames Valley Police using out-of- 
court disposals (OOCDs) in more than 
40 per cent of cases. 

A Home Affairs Committee report 
said OOCDs, which include police 
cautions and restorative justice, were 
used “inappropriately” in 30 per cent 
of cases nationally. 

It said they were sometimes used for 
serious crimes, including violent and 


sexual offences, adding: “They must 
not be used by police merely as a time¬ 
saving tool when the circumstances of 
the offence suggest that prosecution is 
the right course of action.” 

Police working in the Thames Valley 
used OOCDs in 43 per cent of cases, 
one of the highest proportions in the 
country 

Gwent Police, in Wales, used the most 
OOCDs, with only 51 per cent of cases 
going to court.

Ultra-low-energy shared 
accommodation homes 
are up for approval today

A FORMER Banbury ambulance 
station could be turned into 
housing subject to approval to¬ 
day 

Cherwell District Council will 
meet at 4pm to discuss plans by 
the council’s ‘Build!’ project to 
redevelop the 1950s station in 
Cope Road. 

Demolition began last Novem¬ 
ber on the site, which has been 
closed since 2006. Services have 
since moved to Marley Way, near 
Spiceball Park. 

Prior to being at this location, 
NHS ambulances were stationed 
on a Cornhill site owned by St 
John Ambulance service, now 
a Ladbrokes betting shop. They 
moved to Cope Road in 1956. 

Historian Brian Little, a Ban¬ 
bury resident since 1961, re¬ 
called a visit to the Cope Road 
HQ next to Banbury Fire Sta¬ 
tion: “We were shown how the 
men shinned down this pole and 
belted into their ambulance. 

“Cape Road is very near the

centre of town, so it was a very 
good position.” 

Visit Banbury’s Tim Tarby- 
Donald said: “I have been eye¬ 
ing that building for five years. 
We asked if we could rent it as a 
community centre. 

“The project is super. It gets 
buildings back into usage that 
have been dormant and gives 
people the ability to be part of 
the build. It’s a win-win.” 

Renovations will consist of 
six rentable dwellings of shared 
accommodation, including two 
self-contained units for building 
managers. The council aims to 
provide affordable housing op¬ 


tions for single people on a low 
income. If approved, work will 
begin in July and finish next 
spring. 

Homes are set to be ‘passive 
houses’, ultra-low-energy build¬ 
ings cheaper to heat than con¬ 
ventional designs. Six protected 
lime trees on the site are to be 
retained and each dwelling will 
have bird and bat boxes. 

The Build! project sees proper¬ 
ties partially developed before 
being handed over to tenants or 
owners, who then complete the 
work in exchange for a rent re¬ 
duction. 

In this case it is unlikely that 
any renovation work will be 
done by the new occupants, but 
they will have access to educa¬ 
tion and training opportunities. 
John Donaldson, Cherwell’s lead 
member for Banbury Brighter 
Futures, said: “Although this 
forms part of the Build! project, 
this scheme is about more than 
just affordable housing - it is 
also about giving the residents 
the chance to improve their em¬ 
ployability 

“Living alone can prove expen¬ 
sive and people often find once 
they start amalgamating bills 
they cannot afford to return to 
education to obtain additional 
qualifications. We want to break 
that cycle.”

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Waste imports spoil 
our recycling record

OXFORDSHIRE has 
been described as a dust¬ 
bin for the rest of the 
South East by the county 
council’s Green group 
leader. 

David Williams said fig¬ 
ures showing the county 
brought in waste from 112 
other waste planning au¬ 
thority areas made a mock¬ 
ery of recycling efforts. 

In 2013 a total of 670,436 
tonnes of waste was im¬ 
ported - of which 422,375 
tonnes were sent to landfill 
- according to Environment 
Agency figures released by 
the county council after a 
Freedom of Information re¬ 
quest. 

That is almost 140,000 
times the size of the infa¬ 
mous Kennington super¬ 
dump, where travellers 
dumped 3,000 tonnes of rub¬ 
bish at Redbridge Hollow 
over two decades. 


Mr Williams said: “At the 
moment we are the dust¬ 
bin for the South East and 
taking in everybody else’s 
waste and it’s not really a 
solution. The county has 
a good record on recycling 
but this really makes a 
mockery of that.” 

David Nimmo Smith, the 
council’s minerals and 


waste cabinet advisory 
group chairman, agreed to 
review the situation after 
calls from Mr Williams. 

He said: “We don’t want 
to be everyone’s dumping 
ground so we will review 
imported waste shortly” 

But there were “long con¬ 
tracts” at some sites that 
could not be varied. 


A county council spokes¬ 
man said: “Oxfordshire is 
one of the few counties in 
the South East that still 
has significant remaining 
permitted landfill capacity. 
The market will operate on 
a commercial basis to fill 
it with waste from Oxford¬ 
shire and from areas where 
capacity is limited.”

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Five missing 
sex offenders 

FIVE convicted sex offenders have 
gone missing across Thames Valley, 
prompting calls for an urgent 
review. 

New figures revealed 396 
registered sex offenders (RSOs) 
were wanted across the country last 
month because their whereabouts 
were unknown. 

Registered sex offenders, 
including rapists and paedophiles, 
are required to inform police 
officers of their address and are 
supposed to be monitored under 
multi-agency public protection 
arrangements (Mappa). 

Following a Freedom of 
Information request, Thames 
Valley Police has revealed there are 
five missing in its area, including 
three who have been missing for 
more than a year. 

A Thames Valley Police 
spokesman said: “In line with the 
national picture the majority of 
RSOs that go missing are likely to 
have left the country However, we 
continue to pursue enquiries to 
locate any missing RSO.” 


Green space 
result studied 

THE results of a town-wide survey 
on the upkeep of Banbury’s green 
spaces are now being analysed by 
the town council. 

Around 4,000 residents received 
survey forms over the last month. 

So far about 400 have been 
returned. 

Feedback will be passed to new 
grounds maintenance contractors 
The Landscape Group, based in 
Coventry, which is taking over next 
month. According to the council the 
new deal, worth £355,000 a year, 
represents a saving of £50,000 on 
maintenance costs. 

General services committee 
chairman councillor Colin Clarke 
said: “We have had a fresh look at 
how parks are managed and 
maintained. 

“We decided it made sense to 
consult the people who use them 
and find out what they want. 

“We will carry out similar 
surveys every year.” 


Urgent care 
advice plan 

PATIENTS across the county will 
be reminded of where they can go 
for urgent health advice in a four- 
week campaign being run by 
Oxfordshire Clinical

The group, which commissions 
health services for the county, will 
be encouraging residents to be 
more aware of where to go for care 
and advice in times of crisis. 

Oxfordshire CCG will also invite 
people to use their Choose Well app, 
which allows people to find out 
when services are open and where 
to go for specific ailments. 

Deputy clinical chairman Dr Paul 
Park said: “We want to help people 
be aware of what services are there 
for Oxfordshire residents, when to 
turn to which service, where those 
services are and when they open.”

New FI base owner 
may create 200jobs 


American grand prix outfit Haas confirms it has bought collapsed Banbury firm Marussia’s hub as its European centre

THE Banbury base of former FI 
team Marussia has been bought by 
American FI team Haas, it has been 
confirmed. 

The 39,350-sq ft Marussia Tech¬ 
nical Centre, in Overthorpe Road, 
will be the first European base for 
the Haas Grand Prix team. 

About 200 to 250 jobs are expected 
to be created there and all of the 
team’s equipment will be stored 
onsite. 

Owner and businessman Gene 
Haas was reportedly keen to sup¬ 
plement the firm’s North Carolina 
base with one on the other side of 
the channel. 


The Banbury centre was first built 
in 2011 for the Marussia team, origi¬ 
nally from Yorkshire. Marussia col¬ 
lapsed after last October’s Russian 
Grand Prix with £60m debt, leaving 
200 staff redundant. Twenty-seven 
local creditors were left out of 
pocket, including Cherwell District 
Council, owed about £57,000, and 
Banbury-based Prestige Engineer¬ 
ing, owed £5,385. 

Banbury Chamber of Commerce 
finance director Simon Smith said 
of the Haas takeover: “It has to be 
good for the area. It’s work for lo¬ 
cal businesses and has the feel-good 
factor of FI coming to town. 

“Banbury is in an FI hub as part 
of Oxfordshire and close to Silver- 
stone. We have a deep tradition of 


motor sport here and logistically 
it’s a very good area to get to from 
elsewhere.” 

Last December assets from Marus¬ 
sia were sold off at a two-day auc¬ 
tion in the Centre. About 5,000 peo¬ 
ple attended to buy parts including 
racing wheels with tyres, steering 
wheels and two former show cars 
for £52,000 and £54,000. 

But on January 19 the auction of 
remaining assets was cancelled and 
in February the team secured new 
investment, allowing it to exit from 
administration on February 25. 

After a long period of speculation 
Haas has now confirmed it will take 
over the building. 

It has appointed Dave O’Neill as 
team manager, Rob Taylor as chief 


designer and Ben Agathangelou as 
chief aerodynamicist. Mr O’Neill 
was previously team leader at Jor¬ 
dan until 2005 before moving to 
A1GP and then Marussia. Both Mr 
Taylor and Mr Agathangelou previ¬ 
ously worked for Red Bull. 

Haas logos have been on the Ban¬ 
bury centre’s walls for several 
weeks. 

The Marussia team, renamed 
Manor, has returned to its original 
base in Dinnington, South York¬ 
shire. 

It was in Melbourne for the Aus¬ 
tralian Grand Prix, but neither 
young Briton Will Stevens or Span¬ 
iard Roberto Merhi were on the 
track for practice sessions and the 
team did not compete in the opener.

Warning over 
cyber theft risk 
for businesses 

CYBER-theft is becoming so prevalent 
that even Oxfordshire businesses 
should take precautions to protect 
themselves, according to an IT security 
expert. 

Gareth Maquire, Unipart Group’s 
information security officer, said: “The 
tools to hack are increasingly 
available. Hackers don’t necessarily 
have to be cyber crime experts.” 

A typical situation where someone 
might be tempted to hack into a small 
to medium sized business is when a 
former employee goes to work for a 
competitor or sets up their own rival 
business, he said. 

Mr Maquire, who spoke at an event to 
highlight the start of Business 
Continuity Awareness Week on 
Monday, said Oxfordshire business 
owners and managers should train 
staff to be wary of potential malware, 
separate and protect their private IT 
networks from their public networks, 
and keep computing hardware and 
software up to date. 

The event is being jointly run by 
Unipart and the Oxfordshire County 
Councils Emergency Planning Unit at 
Unipart House in Oxford. 

Greg Stacey, the council’s business 
continuity and resilience officer, said 
all kinds of businesses needed to have 
plans in case their operations were 
disrupted. 

This could include natural disasters 
like fire, flooding and extreme weather, 
telecommunications breakdowns, or 
supply chain disruptions.

MORE than £100,000 a day was 
spent on temporary staff in Ox¬ 
fordshire hospitals as the county’s

Oxford University Hospitals 
Trust (OUHT) spent £31.9 million 
on agency workers and bank staff 
between April 2014 and January 
2015, a rise of 21 per cent compared 
to the same period the previous 
year. 

The huge bill contributed to a £14 
million overspend on planned ex¬ 
penditure by the trust, which runs 
John Radcliffe and Churchill Hos¬ 
pitals and the Nuffield Orthopae¬ 
dic Centre in Oxford as well as the 
Horton General in Banbury. 

Spokesman Oliver Evans said: 
“The trust is actively trying to re¬ 
cruit permanent staff but this is 
proving difficult because of Ox¬ 
fordshire’s high cost of living and 
a national shortage of nurses.” 

“Where this is not possible the 
trust uses staff from agencies on 
a temporary basis to maintain ser¬ 
vices.” 

Staff shortages have meant the

First vet visit 

It’s a good idea for your pet 
to have a check-up when 
they first come to live with you 
so that your vet can make 
sure they’re healthy, arrange 
for necessary vaccinations 
and advise you on other 
recommendations. Regular 
vet checks help to keep your 
companion healthy as they 
grow and ensure that they 
get used to going to the vets. 

Socialisation 

We all want a happy, friendly 
and confident pet, but many 
owners don't realise that it is 
what their puppy experiences 
between the age of 4 and 16 
weeks (younger for kittens) 
that is most important for this. 
In fact, the period between 4 
and 16 weeks is known as the 
‘socialisation window’, during 
which time your pet is much 
more accepting of any new 
situations and encounters.

MPs’ expenses 
claims top £50k 


Six Oxfordshire MPs have 
clawed back various 
amounts so far this year

EXPENSES claims by Oxford¬ 
shire’s MPs have broken the 
£50,000 mark so far this year. 

Henley MP John Howell tops 
the table with £14,125 in claims 
while at the other end Wantage 
MP Ed Vaizey has clawed back 
just £4,224 from the taxpayer. 
Claims paid so far range from 
rent for a London flat at £1,450 
per month to a box of paper clips 
for 14p. 

The latest figures from the In¬ 
dependent Parliamentary Stand¬ 
ards Authority (IPSA) show 
Tory MP Dr Howell claimed 
£9,470 in accommodation ex¬ 
penses for his Westminster flat 
between April and September 
2014, including rent, council tax 


and bills. The remainder of his 
claims are made up of staffing 
at £3,275, office costs of £951 and 
travel at £428. 

A day return journey from 
Didcot Parkway to Westminster 
would cost £66.60. This would in¬ 
volve taking a train from Didcot 
Parkway to London Paddington 
and then a tube train to West¬ 
minster. A monthly season tick¬ 
et for the same journey would 
cost £534.60. The journey take 
one hour 15 minutes. 

Banbury MP Tony Baldry’s 
office costs totalled £6,253, 
with rent accounting for £2,572 
and registration to the House 
of Commons-based Policy Re¬ 
search Unit (PRU), which pro¬ 
vides services to Tory MPs, cost¬ 
ing £2,582. Travel costs of £1,058 
covered car journeys to and 
from London. Detailed station¬ 
ery costs include a box of clips 
for 18p and another two for 12p 
and 8p. He said: “The Policy Re¬ 
sources Unit is a research unit 
which gives very good value re¬ 
search and support to members 


AFTER 32 years as North Oxfordshire’s MP, 
Sir Tony Baldry has taken his final 
constituency surgery in Bicester. 

The MP will stand down at the coming 
General Election and on Saturday he closed 
the doors on his constituency surgeries. 

Sir Tony said: “It will seem strange not 
doing regular constituency surgeries. 

“Being easily accessible to constituents is 
an important part of an MP’s life. 

“As far as I am concerned, for 90,000 
constituents I am their Member of 
Parliament, and they have an MP just like 
they have a GP.” 

Elected in 1983, the MP has seen an 
estimated 8,000 people at surgeries over the 
years, where constituents can chat about 
local issues or concerns. 

He said: “I hope that over the years I have 
been able to help solve many of the 
problems that have been put to me. 

“One of the hardest was a lady who came 
to see me because she was having problems 
with her neighbours coming round and into 
her house. I asked if she had tried locking 
the doors and she said she had tried but 
they just keep coming through the walls.” 

Linda Maxwell, of Churchill Road, was 
the last constituent to visit Sir Tony in 
Bicester. 

She said: “Sir Tony has known me since he 
became MP back in 1983. He has always 
been very supportive, particularly of the 
disabled and carers and anything I have 
brought to him he has helped me with.” 

The MP has helped Mrs Maxwell, 65, with 
a number of issues, especially regarding 
social services and her severely disabled 
35-year-old son. She added: “Goodness 
knows where my son and the rest of the 
family would be without Sir Tony. He never 
lets you down.” 

Sir Tony said: “I am very pleased the last 
constituent was Mrs Maxwell.”

No confusion on 
classy new Polo

A COLLEAGUE looked a 
little confused after he had 
spotted the car in the car 
park and he asked: “Is that 
the new Golf you’re driv¬ 
ing?” No, of course, was the 
answer, as this was the latest 
version of Volkswagen’s ev¬ 
ergreen supermini, the Polo. 

The Polo first started zipping 
around the UK’s roads in 1975, 
since when no fewer than 14 
million have been bought world¬ 
wide, with 1.2 million sold in the 
UK alone. 

In 2013 about 721,000 custom¬ 
ers opted for a Polo, with buy¬ 
ers ranging from youngsters 
to downsizing older couples 
attracted by the wide range of 
equipment levels and engine 
choices. 

Priced from about £11,000 the 
Polo has grown over the years, 
both in size and the quality of 
equipment provided. 

As well as electronic stability 
control, new Polos are equipped 
with hill hold and - a first in 
its class - an automatic post¬ 
collision braking system which 
brakes the car after a collision, 
reducing the chance or conse¬ 


quences of a second impact. 
New optional safety features in¬ 
clude a driver alert system and 
adaptive cruise control and, for 
£500, emergency braking. 

The latest generation of Volk¬ 
swagen’s modular ‘infotain¬ 
ment’ system is being intro¬ 
duced across the range. The 
touchscreen system includes a 
proximity sensor and a function 
that reacts to wiping movements 
by the fingers, as used on smart¬ 
phones. UK models are fitted 
with a DAB radio, Bluetooth tel¬ 
ephone link and USB media-in, 
while a navigation system for 
the 6.5-inch full-colour touch¬ 
screen is optional for £700.

l HONDA unveiled both its new Civic 
Type-R and production version of the 
NSX supercar for the first time at an 
exclusive event just before the Geneva 
Motor show. The NSX is the most radical 
car to come from the Japanese firm 
since the previous generation model 
ceased production almost a decade 
ago. Built from a mix of aluminium and 
carbonfibre, the new NSX features a 
four-wheel-drive hybrid powertrain 
that not only allows all-electric driving 
but also promises instant response from 
the combination of electric and twin- 
turbocharged petrol power. It is 
scheduled to reach the UK this summer. 

I TOYOTA has spread some of its own 
Comic Relief spirit with a laughing car 
that responds to being tickled. The 
firm created a 'ticklish' Yaris with 
sensors to detect tickling, as well as 
celebrity laughter supplied by Lenny 
Henry. This has helped put Toyota on 
course for its fund-raising target of 
£1 m. And for those who haven't yet 
had a chance to tickle a Yaris, it's set to 
make more appearances across more 
Comic Relief fund-raising events.

Warning issued over eating on move 


ROAD safety and breakdown 
organisation GEM Motoring Assist 
is urging drivers to avoid eating 
and drinking while at the wheel. 

Attempting to eat or drink while 
driving is a distraction estimated 
to double a driver's risk of being 
involved in a crash. Additionally, 
it's an offence punishable either by 
fixed penalty ticket or under 
careless driving legislation. 

GEM chief executive David 
Williams said: "The Highway Code 
tells us that we must avoid 
distractions such as eating and 
drinking when we are driving. 
Anything that takes our attention 
away from the driving task will 
increase our risk of collision. 


"However, too many drivers 
don't see it as a problem to 
unwrap a pasty, sip a scalding hot 
coffee or glug from a large juice 
carton on a journey. 

"Driving is a complex enough 
task already. So trying to do 
anything else at the same time just 
makes the journey riskier because 
we're not fully focused on the 
driving task. If something then 
goes wrong, we're likely to react 
more slowly because our attention 
is elsewhere - and when we do 
react, there's the food item or 
beverage to deal with, too. 

"Good, experienced drivers 
accept that eating and drinking at 
the wheel are dangerous, so they 


won't allow these distractions to 
compromise safety." 

GEM offers the following points 
for reducing risk on journeys: 

# Make sure you are always in full 
control of your car. That means 
both hands - and all your brain - 
on the driving task. Focusing on 
anything else is a distraction that 
will increase the risk of a collision 

# Plan your journeys so there's 
time for snack and drinks breaks 
built in 

# Stop somewhere safe, such as a 
proper parking area or motorway 
service station 

# Don't believe any drivers who 
say they can multi-task safely while 
driving.
